“Calculating the load at 28 pounds 
per square foot of floor surface and 
the live load at 75 pounds per square 
foot of floor surface, gives a fiber 
stress of 1400 pounds per square 
inch and a deflection of three and 
one-eighth inches. 

“The fiber stress exceeds that al- 
lowed by local ordinances, but ac- 
cording to some authorities is within 
safe values. The deflection is ex- 
cessive, as the allowable deflection 
for a joist of this span is one and 
one-eighth inches. 

“Assuming a live load of 60 pounds 
per square feet of floor surface.“ the 
deflection would be two and two- 
thirds inches, which is also excess- 
ive.

An electric incubator has been in- 
stalled by Dr. Charles R. Blake in the 
laboratory of the department of 
health, which can be used by all of 
the physicians of Richmond. Cul- 
tures sent in during the day will be 
placed in the incubator and every 
morning all tubes will be taken out 
and despatched to the state hygienic 
laboratory at Berkeley by messen- 
ger. 

A positive diagnosis will ‘be imme- 
diately given, so that. a correct re- 
port can be made to all physicians 
within twenty-four hours after a cul- 
ture is taken. Heretofore the slow 
process of sending,a tube by mail 
has been followed, and now the mes- t 
senger will bring back the reports 
with him. Sterile culture tubes have 
been installed by all the local drug 
stores,

There is no reason why civilian employees of the government should 
not be pensioned as well as military, and there can be no just criti- 
cism of the new plan. On the contrary, it is to the credit, not the dis- 
eredit, of the administration. 

The employers’ liability act of course

The opponents, 
therefore, of the Johnson administratidn would do well to turn their 
attacks to other matters if they hope to defeat the Governor this year. 
They will never be able to do it by denouncing the extravagance of 
the state expenditures.
